DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Louis CK was seen Monday sitting by himself 
giggling in a subway car heading from 
Sag Harbor to Bridgehampton. What was that 
all about? Radio commentators Howard Stern 
and Pia Lindstrom were on two separate 
subway rides, Howard from Southampton 
to Water Mill and Pia from Westhampton 
Beach to Quiogue, but both on Thursday at 
3:45 p.m. (Way to go, Hamptons Subway 
Spotter Team!) 


RECORD CROWDS 

Last Saturday was the busiest April day the 
subway system has ever had seen. At 2 p.m., the 
temperature was 67°, the sun was shining and 
the birds were chirping, and we wonder why 
anybody would want to get out of the house and 
go down into the dark subway system for a ride, 
but that’s what they did.

NEW TRAFFIC PATTERNS APPROVED 

Last week, authorities issued a _ notice 
concerning the implementation of new traffic 
patterns on local roads as the area prepares 
for the coming summer crowds and the traffic 
congestion that accompanies them. According 
to the notice, motorists will see substantial 
changes to three key traffic arteries on the 
South Fork. First, where Noyac Road intersects 
with North Sea Road there will be constructed 
a complex interchange that will require drivers 
to switch over to the left-hand lane. Traffic 
thereafter will flow on Noyac Road with 
eastbound cars in what is now the westbound 
lane and westbound cars in the eastbound lane, 
as it is done in the UK. Another new interchange 
at Long Beach in Sag Harbor will return cars to 
their customary lanes. Experts feel that this will 
force drivers to pay greater attention to what 
they’re doing, and thereby avoid accidents. In 
addition to this change, the notice stipulates 
that all rotaries on the South Fork, through 
which cars currently drive uniformly counter- 
clockwise, will be reconfigured to allow traffic 
to flow both clockwise and counterclockwise, 
allowing drivers to take the shortest route to 


their exit off of the rotary rather than sometimes 
having to drive the long way around the rotary 
to get where they’re going. It is hoped that this 
change will speed traffic flows during the hectic 
summer months. The third major change, the 
details of which are still being worked out, will 
turn every street in Sag Harbor into a one-way 
street. So far, it has been announced that Main 
Street north of Washington will be one-way 
to the north, and south of Washington one- 
way to the south, with a barricade erected 
at Washington to prevent confusion. Do Not 
Enter signs will be placed at key intersections 
leading into the village to guard against drivers 
carelessly driving in the direction of the village, 
which will no longer be possible.

Sag Harbor Used to Be an Ideal Place to Live, and Other Stories

ARADISE LOST 

The Ideal Stationery Store in Sag Harbor 
closed last month, and it is rumored that it will 
be replaced by an upscale women’s clothing 
store. Thus ends an era. For generations, Sag 
Harbor has been a wonderful paradise and an 
ideal place to live. Indeed, the stores by that 
name Sat just afew doors down from one another 
on Main Street, one, the Paradise Restaurant 
and the other, the Ideal Stationery Store. They 
were a symbol for all the mom-and-pop shops 
that anchored Main Street in that town for all 
that time. CVS proposed to open a branch on 
Main Street a few years ago, and townspeople 
rebelled. We already have a pharmacy, they 
said, the Sag Harbor Pharmacy, and it’s owned 
by Barry Marcus. Now, however, the owner of 
the Ideal, Gary Sanders, has retired. And the 
Ideal Store may become a Henry Lehr, which 
has branches in Amagansett, East Hampton 
and Southampton. Paradise became Doppio 
East last year—Doppio is an upscale Italian 
eatery with branches in Manhattan, Greenwich 
and Huntington. Nothing against them, but is 
Paradise being lost? 


HURRICANES 
Long Island sticks out into the Atlantic 
Ocean like a baseball bat as hurricanes roar 
up the coastline from Florida. Sometimes the 
hurricanes are inside, sometimes outside, and 
sometimes right in the strike zone. 


Every year, the weather service office 
based at Colorado State University studies 
the highs and low temperatures, the rainfall, 
the cloud arrangements, the weather 
turbulence that occurs in Africa 
where hurricanes are born, sticks a finger 
in the air to test the wind direction, and 
makes a prediction for the upcoming 
hurricane season. 

This is bad news for the Hamptons this year. 
The reason is during the last ten years, they’ve 
almost always gotten it wrong. So the bad news 
is they are predicting “one of the least active 
seasons since the middle of the 20th century,” 
which means, in my book, hang onto your hat, 
here come the hurricanes. 

The average prediction over all the 
years Colorado has spoken is 12 storms big 
enough to get names and 2 big enough to be 
dangerous. This year, they predict 7 named 
storms, with only 1 classified as “major” 
hurricane status. 

The weather service also released the 
alphabetical list of names they intend to give 
to these storms as they come sliding out into 
the Atlantic from Africa. The first three are 
Ana, Bill and Claudette. Well, I predict the most 
dangerous one will be the next one after that, 
Hurricane Danny. And after that, this service 
and I go our separate ways. They say that will 
be it for the season, I say watch out for Erika, 
Fred, Grace, Henri, Ida, Joaquin, Kate, Larry, 
Mindy, Nicholas, Odette, Peter, Rose, Sam, 
Teresa, Victor and Wanda. 
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RULES AT THE AIRPORT 

Last week, the Town of East Hampton passed 
new rules restricting the use of East Hampton 
Airport. These rules, passed to alleviate the 
loud noise aircrafts make over the homes 
nearby, will go into effect for the summer 
at the beginning. 

The rules are simple. No aircraft may take off 
and land at the airport between 11 p.m. and 8 
a.m. Very noisy aircraft cannot land and takeoff 
there more than once a week from May 1 to 
Sept. 30, and not between 8 p.m. and 9 a.m. 

I spoke to the airport manager Jemille Charlton 
there today and he gave me a rundown of some 
of the questions people will want answered 
about these rules. 

How noisy is “noisy?” Aircraft are rated for 
noise by their builders. One measure is the 
decibel level of an aircraft while on its approach. 
If the decibel level rating is 91 decibels or 
greater on its approach to an airport, it is a 
noisy aircraft. 

If a noisy aircraft is permitted only one take off 
and landing a week, how will that work? \t means 
exactly what it says. A noisy aircraft can land, it 
can drop people off, and it can leave. It can only 
do that once a week. 

So it can’t drop you off Friday and then pick you 
up Monday? Correct. Unless the aircraft remains 
at the airport and makes it’s only takeoff for the 
week on Monday. Of course, if it’s a company 
aircraft, they might send another like it 
in on Monday. Or if it’s your personal 
helicopter, you'll either (Cont'd on next page)

keep it here or need two. 

How will enforcement be done? lm not sure, 
but we have cameras out and can monitor and 
identify the arrival or takeoff of any aircraft here. 
We can simply look up the aircraft type to see 
its decibel level designation for its approach. 
With that information, fines or summonses can 
be issued. How it will be done, I don’t know. 
You'd have to ask the ordinance officer. 

From what you’ve told me in prior conversations 
the average number of takeoffs or landing a day 
in the summertime is about 130. Is that about 
right? | would say so, more on weekends, less 
during the week. 

And about 1/3rd of them are helicopters? Yes. 

People have said this willhaveahuge economic 
impact on the community. Others have said 
it would be minimal. From this information 
from Jemille Charlton, it is possible to make a 
rough guess of how many loud noise aircraft 
a day on average will be restricted to one take 
off and landing a week and how many aircraft 
passengers will be inconvenienced. With rare 
exception, an aircraft will carry somewhere 
between 1 person (just the pilot) and 12. Let’s 
be generous and suggest the average is 7. If we 
have 130 takeoffs and landings a day, deduct 
10 because they used to come at night and 
now do not, deduct half because they are not 
particularly loud and multiply by 7, you get an 
answer. That answer is 60 that come and go, 
divide by 2 because half are for coming and half 
going, and you wind up with 30 round trips, 
and that means the total of people flying into 
East Hampton per day who will have to find 


other means of getting here is about 210. This 
is about the equivalent of five Jitney busloads of 
passengers a day. 

A lot? A little? Well, it’s a guess. More might 
shy away just because there are restrictions. 
In any case, based on these calculations, fees 
from arriving and departing aircraft might be 
impacted by 20% in the summertime. And that 
could have an economic effect on the airport— 
unless they raise the landing fees 20%—or 
charge new fees, which those who mess with 
airplanes are used to doing. 

I believe our Hamptons population swells 


from about 50,000 to 200,000 in the summertime. 


We'll just have to see how this plays out, which 
is exactly what the Town intends to do. They 
will review the ordinances again in the fall. 


NO HANDBILLS 

I don’t know if the new social compact which 
considers hurtful speech a crime in America 
has trickled down to our local towns yet, but 
last week, a 33-year old man from Hampton 
Bays was arrested by police while handing out 
white supremacist literature in Hampton Bays. 
He was arrested not for what the literature 
said, which was to help matters by joining the 
KKK, but for not having a permit to give out the 
leaflets. 

Douglas Munker admitted that he was the one 
who had also put up signs at the Capital One 
bank ATM machine in that town. One sign had a 
drawing of a hooded white man pointing at the 
viewer with the caption under it reading “The 
Loyal White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan Wants 


You to Join.” The other said “Stop AIDS,” with 
an anti-gay image next to it and also said “Wake 


_Up America,” although there was no asleep 


Uncle Sam person drawn there. 

Last summer, flyers were put on driveways 
on certain streets in Hampton Bays. saying bad 
things about blacks and Jews and immigrants 
with a KKK invitation, but Mr. Munker said that 
was not him. He said there are more than 100 
KKK members in Hampton Bays and that he had 
joined the White Knights group just a month 
ago. And he told the Southampton Press that the 
anti-white Black Panthers were protected by 
the first amendment years ago as an advocacy 
group in the 1960s, but that the same protection 
does not seem to apply to people of the white 
races. “We’re not trying to target anyone or hurt 
anyone, we’re just trying to inform people,” 
he says. 

The KKK advocates burning crosses on 
the lawns of African-Americans and others, 
used to advocate hanging people, and Munker 
personally has been found to have a Google+ 
account on which he advocates “shoot to kill” 
on our border with Mexico. 

Years ago, the publisher of a New York City 
weekly newspaper called the West Side Spirit 
assigned a reporter to set out a blanket on Jobs 
Lane, sit on it, put a tin cup out and see what 
happened. 

He didn’t last long doing that either, although 
I don’t think there were any laws specifically 
they charged him with violating. I don’t think 
he was there long enough to be considered a 
loiterer. But he did write a story. ga

Gasoline Prices on the East End Could Come Down...But Wait!

hen Superstorm Sandy hit the New York 

area back in 2012, government officials 
made a call to the United Riverhead Terminal, 
which has a giant oil tank farm out on Sound 
Shore Road in Riverhead, asking if they had 
gasoline there. A crippling gasoline shortage 
had begun, and it could severely affect the East 
End if Long Island were cut off, because as far as 
anybody knew, the nearest source of gasoline 
was in Holtsville, near Port Jefferson. 

Scott Kamm, the general manager of URT, had 
to tell them that what they had was 155 million 
gallons of petroleum in 20 tanks there. None of 
it was gasoline. 

As a result of this call, and at the urging 
of others, URT last year decided to set aside 
two of their smaller tanks for the storage of 
gasoline. These tanks would store 4.8 million 
gallons, about 3% of their total capacity. Half 
would be regular gas. The other half would 
be premium. This would be much appreciated 
during the next storm, or in any storm that 
might cut off gasoline delivery from the west 
end of Long Island. URT would also build two 
new and very small tanks to hold ethanol, the 
fuel made from corn. All gasoline sold on Long 
Island has to have 10% ethanol. 

The Town of Riverhead decided to hold a 


hearing about this. In fact, URT does not need 
a permit from the Town to do this. URT was 
built back in 1955, and is grandfathered in. By 
the law, they can’t expand from what they were 
when grandfathered in, but also by town law, 
they are allowed up to a 10% growth just to 
accommodate small increases in service. The 
additional tanks for the ethanol represent less 
than 1% of a physical increase. 

The first hearing date was October 21, and 
hearings were held over through to December 
17. A final “decision,” if that is what you would 
call it since URT has not applied to Riverhead, 
will be issued on April 30. 

There are two organizations that would be 
expected to oppose this plan. One is a group 
called Northville Beach Civic Association 
that represents homeowners who live along 
the 20-mile stretch of Long Island Sound 
that is basically either farmland or beach 
houses along that stretch of shoreline. The 
URT facility, isolated and almost entirely 
surrounded by farmland—who wants to have a 
vacation home near a tank farm?—is centrally 
placed from this organization’s perspective 
and is therefore a blot, the only blot, on the 
otherwise glorious vista of Long Island Sound 
they enjoy. They would like nothing better 
than it should just go away, which of course, 
it will not.

Who wants 
to have a vacation home near it? 


The other group that might oppose this 
application is the Northville Oil Company based 
in Port Jefferson, and with its gasoline tanks 
far, far away in Holtsville. Northville (its name 
is not to be confused with the residents 
association located in Riverhead) has a virtual 
monopoly on gasoline that is trucked out to 
eastern Long Island. You get it from them. Or 
you get it from farther away in Brooklyn or New 
Jersey. As you know, the price of gasoline at 
the pump gets higher and higher as you head 
out east. This is because the company that 
delivers the gasoline has an option to use “zone 
pricing,” a cost that rises higher and higher 
the further you go from the terminal—which 
is in Holtsville. Northville Oil opts. Having a 
source for gasoline in Riverhead is not good for 
Northville Oil. 

The hearing, and the subsequent hearings all 
through November and December, were one 
big cry of Not in My Backyard. You would have 
thought that the proposal (Cont’d on next page)

Gasoline is more volatile than petroleum. There 
could be explosions. Thundering herds of 
giant trucks would now be on Sound Avenue. 
Children would be endangered. (URT estimates 
an extra 10 trucks a day). Traffic will be 
impacted. It gets hysterical. IS THIS SAFE? one 
letter writer wrote, “One gallon of gasoline 
releases explosive energy equal to 63 sticks 
of dynamite...] wouldn’t want to live within a 
50-mile radius of that. ‘Stuff happens.’ No doubt 
about it.” 

Riverhead Town Board members, constantly 
being hounded by the civic organization 
(Northville Oil was silent), have said they 
are, almost to a man, convinced by the 
overwhelmingly organized and _ persuasive

argument presented during the hearings by 
the organization’s attorneys and experts. As 
a matter of fact, nobody spoke in favor of the 
plan, except, of course, URT. 

A rejection by the Riverhead Town Board 
might not mean very much. But it could 
result in them sending ordinance officials 
down there to stop the project if it begins, 
even though the Town would be violating 
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Entanglements. Delays. 

Speaking for the rest of the people on eastern 
Long Island, I think this would be a sad and very 
bad outcome. We would remain unprotected in 
a severe storm. 

(Opponents argue that there are now 
3 million gallons set aside by gasoline 
storage firms for emergencies—yeah, 
up-island.) 

We would. also lose the possibility of having 
a second source for our gasoline supplies, 
which, by its very existence, would cause the 
price of gasoline to go down all over eastern 
Long Island. It could even result in the end 
of “zone pricing,” something which for the 
last five years the state assemblyman from 
our district, Fred Thiele, has been fighting 
and fighting. 

A law to end this loophole passes in the 
Assembly, he told us. But then it doesn’t get 
past the Senate. He would be very much in favor 
of having a second source for gasoline on the 
East End, but would want to see it thoroughly 
looked into before it might proceed. 

The Long Island Gasoline Retailers 
Association here on the East End—well, I don’t 
have to tell you how much they want that “zone 
pricing” ended. 

“Having the tanks up and running will 
bring a little competition to the area between 
the two terminals,” says Kevin Beyer, the 
Long Island Gasoline Retailers Association 
president. “Distributors won’t be beholden to 
one terminal.” 

I recall years ago how hard Shelter Island 
fought against having an underground 
electric line that hooked up Greenport to Sag 
Harbor so we’d have a backup source of 
electricity coming around the other way in case 
the regular east-west lines went down. That line 
is in place. 

Opponents of URT recall how we fought and 
beat off three nuclear power plants, one in 
Shoreham and two proposed for Jamesport, 
years ago. They compare this to that. Shame 
on them.

ast End gallerist Tripoli Patterson will debut

Southampton gallery (at 30A Jobs Lane) at the 
time, but Horowitz’s offer was a win-win. 

And now that he’s committed, Patterson 
is taking what he’s learned over six years in 
Southampton and using it to create a brilliant 
space from day one in East Hampton. He’s 
designed a flowing gallery with a larger office and 
sturdy walls for hanging. “I’m not duplicating 
Southampton, I’m taking it a step further,” he 
says, explaining that his vision has evolved and 
matured, and he refuses to compromise. 

Just weeks before his scheduled opening, 
Patterson was told a poured concrete floor 
might not be possible, given structural concerns, 
so he had his contractor add more load-bearing 
support columns in the basement.

backward for that concrete floor,” he says, but 
Patterson was determined to realize his vision. 

“Here, everything is thought about and 
decided,” he says, describing himself as 
meticulous, but not a control freak. Patterson 
says he has good people working with him, 
and he must defer to them if he hopes to 
successfully manage more than one gallery. 

“This is a good test to see how to handle 
multiple spaces,” he says, noting that he’s 
always imagined Tripoli Gallery with 
“worldwide outposts,” and East Hampton could 
be considered the first step in that growth. “I 
had an international upbringing,” Patterson 
adds, recalling growing up with his father, 
Leonardo Patterson, a preeminent expert and 
dealer of Pre-Columbian art and artifacts. 

While Glenn Horowitz Bookseller and 
Tripoli Gallery East Hampton will be managed 
separately, Patterson says people will enjoy 
visiting the book dealer and the gallery, no 
matter which brought them through the doors. 

Patterson began his art career as an 
independent curator of wildly popular group 
shows around the Hamptons. Eventually those 
led him to open Tripoli Galery in Southampton, 
where he featured Félix Bonilla Gerena 
for his first exhibition. Now he’s brought the 
Puerto Rican painter back for his East 
Hampton debut. “I like to evolve, but I also like 
consistency,” he says. 

Gerena’s upcoming solo show, “For Lisa,” in 
memory of the late Lisa de Kooning continues 
through May 17. The artist says he named 
the show for de Kooning because her insights 
inspired his new oil paintings. 

“Doing group-shows is great, but doing 
solo shows changed the outlook of the 
gallery,” Patterson says, describing his love 
of focusing on one artist and really delving 
deep. That said, Tripoli Gallery also puts on - 
wonderful group shows and Patterson has 
no plans to stop. His Annual Thanksgiving 
Collective remains one of the gallery’s most well 
attended events. 

Following Gerena’s show, Tripoli Gallery 
East Hampton will feature work by Patterson’s 
brother, stardom-bound rapper and artist Yung 
Jake, starting Memorial Day weekend. He plans 
to exhibit various talents from his stable of 
artists, and bring in excellent guest curators. 

All of these things promise to continue Tripoli

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Leonid Gervits

| Gervits. A Russian émigré, 
_ Gervits moved to America 
_ in 1991, bearing impressive 
' credentials, having studied 
——EE at the Odessa Art College, 
and the Academy of Fine 
Arts in St. Petersburg. He taught at the Repin 
Institute of the Academy of Fine Arts. Once 
in this country, he started to add to his 
accomplishments, teaching at the New York 
Academy of Figurative Art and then at The Art 
Students League, where he still gives classes. 
Reflecting his interests in painting and drawing 
from life, many of his works invite musing on 
back stories. As with this week’s cover art, the 
oil painting Café Europa has an “impressionist- 
realist” feel that seems appropriate for the 
“mixed mood” the painting captures. The 
figures’ sculpted arms, manifest with shadowing 
brushwork, contrast with the white of the young 
man’s shirt and the cups and cake, organizing 
the canvas, tonally. The whole is a scene of 
warmth and contentedness, but also of slight 
melancholy, as suggested by the rain drops on 
the window. 
Typically, a Gervits painting reveals 
his academic, classical training by way of 


compositions and techniques associated with 
the old masters. That means monochromatic 
underpainting and glazing, which has earned him 
a reputation for being in the “European/Russia 
realist tradition.” But Café Europa is looser, 
done on white gesso prime, multilayered, but 
without the monochromatic underpainting.” 
The effect is more atmospheric. Gervits resists 
categories, however, and follows his own moods 
as well as those of his models. He has said that 
even flowers, which are difficult to paint, have 
personalities. 


What is the story behind the two characters in 
Café Europa? 

I’ve been teaching now for about 18 years 
at The Art Students League and pass the 
Café Europa that’s on the corner of 57th and 
7th. I like the interior look of the place, its 
wooden polished dark chocolate brown panels 
which remind me of Vienna or London or St. 
Petersburg. The way that light plays off the 
counters and bronze metallic parts gives me a 
spirit of the good old times of the real Europa, 
which I tried to approximate as to mood, but 
not actual interior accuracy. I also wanted to 
depict what I sometimes see in young couples- 
a girl intently looking at a young man but the 
young man otherwise absorbed. 


How did you come to cover such vastly 

different subject matter in your work—figures, 

landscapes, seascapes, scenes reflecting life? 
And Jewish holidays. I came to the U.S. as 


a Jewish refugee from 
the former USSR and 
settled down in Jersey 
City. On my first stroll 
around the area I was 
stunned in front of 
City Hall to see a huge 
menorah. That would 
be impossible in the 
country I came from.

Busch Revisits Musical at se Street Theater

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 

the Arts presents the 2nd Annual New Works 
Festival from April 24-26. Dubbed “A Festival of 
Rediscovery,” the festival will include staged readings 
of new works by various emerging and established 
playwrights, as well as a revised version of a 1997 
musical by Hamptons regular Charles Busch. The 
Green Heart, written by Busch with music and lyrics 
by the late Rusty Magee and based on the short story 
by Jack Ritchie, is a dark musical comedy about 
money, botany and love. 


Busch has been working on a 
memoir, “a book about my aunt, 
who raised me.” He also continues 
to paint and draw. 


“This is about a wealthy playboy who’s run through 
his inheritance,” Busch explains. “In desperation, 
since he has no skills, he decides to marry a rich 
woman. So he chooses this impossibly nerdy, shy 
heiress who’s a botanist. The plan is to marry her 
and murder her. It is a musical and it’s very funny!” 
The story the play is based on was also adapted 
into A New Leaf, directed by and starring famed 
playwright Elaine May alongside the great Walter 


Matthau. “Our show is based on the 
story rather than the screenplay,” 
Busch says. “At the time, we couldn’t 
get the rights to the movie script, so 
we based it on the short story, which 
is quite different. Ultimately it was 
for the best. I did meet Elaine May 
later on, and she said, ‘Oh, if I would 
have known!” 

Busch is looking forward to 
revisiting the production with his 
frequent artistic collaborators. 
“My friend Carl Andross—who has’ 
directed most of plays through the 
years—was my assistant on The 
Green Heart and always loved it. 


In the past few years or so, he’s Playwright ¢ Charles Busch on 


determined to see it live again. He’s 

done some good work on it. And [Bay Street Artistic 
Director] Scott Schwartz has a real fondness for 
the show.” 

Readings usually have minimal staging, with actors 
reading from scripts and music. “It’s a tricky show 
to cast because the music is a little complex and the 
script has a real strong book and requires some real 
comic planning. It’s very likely that we’ll have four 
days of rehearsal for this reading,” Busch says. While 
he doesn’t anticipate any large-scale changes to the 
show, Busch notes, “I wouldn’t be surprised if we 
found some things to fix. It’s a complicated show.” 

In addition to the staged reading at Bay Street, 
Busch has been working on several other projects, 


including a memoir. “It’s a book 
about my aunt, who raised me. 
I’m also working on an anthology 
of monologues and scenes from 
my plays.” In addition, Busch is 
continuing his painting and drawing 
work, for which he has been getting 
more and more recognition. “Exactly

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New Book Featured at Marders in Bridgehampton

It’s likely that photography 
aficionados attending 
Marders’ April 26 Artist Talk & 
Book Signing will understand 
the subtitle of Brad Oliphant’s 
handsome 10” X 12” volume, 
“Solarized Floral Diptych 
Photographs,” but it’s 
possible that even they may 
miss the ambiguity of the title, 
Enlightened Blooms (Glitterati 
Payee The title papa to both Oliphant’s process of 
desaturation and solarization and to the final effects 
he achieves—images of the same flower, photos 
in reverse across a double page, the same image 
in different shades, colors, size, focus and mood, 
depending on amount of exposure to light. Starting 
with black-and-white prints, Oliphant examines the 
floral images for form and texture. Then, like a 
painter, he reintroduces color slowly, in stages, 
and finally, with Photoshop, he creates variations 
on a theme, images that are at once vibrant and 
restrained. 

In an informative forward, Russell Hart, the former 
executive editor of American Photo (who also wrote 
Photography for Dummies), refers to Oliphant’s 
technique as “creative manipulation,” a desaturation- 
solarization process that relies on intuition as well 
as artistic and technical expertise—not to mention 
patience. Oliphant uses a tripod (nearly all of his 
work is done in the field) and adjusts for slow shutter 
speed. In the post-production phase, he works color 
back in by way of layers of different exposures, 
keeping an un-manipulated image on raw file and in 
his memory. Some of the more striking florals in the 
book evidence both black-and-white and color in the 
same image, silvery traces along with bold hues.

Oliphant loves what he’s doing now. After years 
as an award-winning high-end fashion photographer 
(Vogue, Marie Claire, Mademoiselle), he “reinvented” 
himself as a “consummate photographer of flowers.” 
Nature, he says in the book’s brief introduction, 
was always his love, and the flower, without 
question, is “Nature’s most seductive invitation to 
a photographer”—and no doubt most selectively 
demanding, given the 260,000 species of flowering 
plants around the world. For more than 40 years 
Oliphant has been photographing flowers, doing 
mostly elegant pastel arrangements, but now they’re 
“center stage” in his professional life, opening new 
perspectives. He changes familiar settings on his 
camera, studies the work of others for “tips and tricks” 
and goes through trial and effort. He confesses that 
at first he over-saturated over-exposed negatives, 
but eventually he saw how he could modulate the 
beauty of some of the odd colors he was getting and 
they became “frontline” on his palette. 


Are you on the List? Find the Best East End Businesses at 
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Both Oliphant and Hart analogize the images here 
to music, particularly jazz riffs on familiar songs, 
though the general reader or everyday camera 
enthusiast may not easily appreciate the comparison. 
Certainly paintings will come to mind—a series on a 
weeping cherry that resembles a Jackson Pollock, 
a calla lily and a red heart hibiscus that recall 
the anatomical erotica of Georgia O’Keeffe, flower 
patterns that look like medical pictures—IV drips in 
a bleeding heart, neurons in a spider orchid, cells 
in a rosa damascena, one kind of art teased into 
suggesting another. g@

beginners should feel free to wear whatever makes 
them feel comfortable. “There is a little bit of warm- 
up and a little bit of breathing, and anywhere from 11 
to 31 minutes of lying on the ground and relaxing to 
the sound of the gong,” says Frasher about the class. 

Frasher is well aware that many people might find 
the idea of spending a half hour lying still listening to 
a gong daunting. “I’ve had people fall asleep and start 
snoring,” she says. “Some people fall asleep, some 
people have visions, some people just relax. It’s all 
fine. We have a concept of what meditation is like, 
and it doesn’t have to be that way.” 

Born in Germany, Frasher grew up in Sag Harbor. 
Her own introduction to Kundalini yoga, which is 
also called the yoga of awareness, came when she 
was living in New York City, studying photography 
at the Fashion Institute of Technology. She took a 
Kundalini yoga class and immediately connected to 
the practice. “I loved it,” Frasher says. “It was my 
thing that got me through my week.” Even when her 
life got busy, and Frasher took a little time away from 
her yoga mat, she found herself returning to class. 
“After a while, my teacher would ask me, ‘when are 
you going to become a Kundalini yoga teacher?” 

From that first introduction at the age of 19, 
Frasher continued to study, practice and learn. Now — 
she teaches both adults and children, in various 
aspects of yoga, including Hatha Yoga and Kundalini 
yoga. Rather than just adhere to one style, she likes 
being able to adapt to an individual’s needs. She’s 
particularly excited about the introductory class 
in gong meditation at Lululemon because of the 
benefits she has observed.

Kundalini yoga was introduced to the United States 
in 1968 by Yogi Bhajan. Although any kind of practice 
takes time to develop and deepen, one of the things 
Frasher appreciates about gong meditation is how 
quickly it facilitates the meditative process “It takes 
people about 30 to 90 seconds to surrender to the 
gong because you’re not trying to do anything—the 
gong is so powerful, you just surrender to it. You 
can do years and years of therapy, but at the end of 
the day, Kundalini yoga will move you through those 
blocks so much faster.” 

In her own life, Frasher has observed many positive - 
changes as a result of Kundalini yogas. “It seems 
like the days are easier, which adds to me feeling 
happier and healthier,” she says. “It challenges you 
mentally, and will give you the energy that you need 
to achieve whatever you need to do.” For many 
people, Kundalini yoga provokes a strong emotional 
response, and Frasher admits, “You’re going to have 
to look at yourself. Not everyone wants to do that.

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Finding Yourself in the East End Garden

My year is divided into two 
periods of time, each with 
its own distinct full-time 
activities which are not the 
same at all but are, I have 
recently realized, related in 
their intrinsic qualities. Those 
around me have undoubtedly 
recognized this. The doer is 
the last to see. 

In the winter, I make art. I 
have done this in available 
time slots, around all jobs, in all the years since | 
left college—a considerable number of years now. 
There has never been a question of not making art. It 
is more than a compulsion. It is just an integral part 
of me. And I have always worked in several media at 
the same time. 

For many years, I was a potter but also worked 
with fabric. After I stopped making pots, I began to 
work with very mixed media. My favorite things to 
use are found objects—from anywhere—things that 
are no longer useful to the last owner and things that 
are no longer valuable in our present culture like the 
decorative needle work that was so carefully crafted 
and cherished in the past. I often combine cast-off 
materials with very elegant material like silk. 

After I have made the mental transition from 
gardening to the studio, I am possessed. When one 


works with very mixed media, one 
needs a lot of “stuff,” and I have that! 
I begin to rummage around in the 
stuff and one item sets the progress 
in motion. The aspect of my art 
that | have realized is related to my 
gardening is that all things become 
encrusted with the special things 
that I have collected for many years. 
While I love Shaker-like simplicity 
and function-related form, it has no 
place in my art. 

The gardens | have built (that is 
the way | think of garden-making) 
that are my favorites also become 
encrusted. This form is often called 
English cottage style; gardens that 
are over-flowing with plants and 
seem So “natural.” However, they are 
challenging to design and require 
a lot of maintenance—thinning and 
transplanting, seasonal additions, deadheading, tip 
pruning for height control, staking, cutting back etc. 
Maintenance needs to be regular and thorough. 

I am a plant nerd and am constantly collecting 
plants; actual plants and:online varieties that are 
unusual enough not to be in our best garden centers. 
Building gardens from this kind of collection suits my 
style and the picky kind of maintenance needed can 
put me into a Zen-like trance. 

I do, however, like simply planted pots. My innate

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A Golden Combination of Flavors on the East End

| & admit it: Like many working Americans, I’m 
addicted to my morning coffee. 

More specifically, I'm addicted to my morning 
coffee at the Golden Pear. Many years ago, I stopped 
into the Southampton café and poured myself a cup 
of Joe. I've been hooked ever since, and days where 
I get my Golden Pear house roast fix just seem to 
start off better. In addition to the house roast, Golden 
Pear has a rotating array of flavored coffees, for 
those feeling a little more adventurous about their 
caffeine intake. 

The Golden Pear, which has locations in 
Southampton, East Hampton, Sag _ Harbor, 
Bridgehampton and at the Parrish Art Museum 
in Water Mill, has been a Hamptons staple for 
over 25 years. All of the locations are open 
seven days; year-round—hours a true local can 
appreciate. The first Southampton location opened 
in 1987, establishing the Golden Pear’s benchmark 
standard of serving healthy soups, sandwiches 
and hot foods. Much has stayed the same, but 
new developments, like a “Pear Points” program, 
where café frequenters can earn rewards 
as they dine, and catering, have emerged over 
the years. 

[ journeyed to the convenient Southampton outlet 
during a recent lunch break. Situated right on the 
corner of Main Street, the Golden Pear’s outdoor 
seating provides the perfect setting for people- 
watching in the summer. But in the cool days of early 


spring, I happily grabbed a seat indoors as | waited 
for my dining partner (and mom). 

We started with two of our lunch favorites. | 
went with the #3 panini, which is made with grilled 
chicken, avocado, carmelized onions and spicy 
chipotle dressing. Like all sandwiches at the Pear, 
the panini is served with a side option—green salad, 
fruit salad or pasta salad. Never one to be deterred 
by carbs, I had to go with the pasta salad. The pasta 
was infused with a light spritz of balsamic vinegar 
and tossed with sundried tomatoes, artichokes and 
cheese, making this a flavorful but not overly filling 
side option. The sandwich, as per usual, was divine. 
The caramelized onions soaked into the grilled 
chicken; and the spicy mayo gave each bite a nice 
kick, some of which was mitigated by the avocado— 
my staple whenever I dine at the Golden Pear. 

My mom ordered The East Hampton sandwich, 
which features all-natural, free-range curry chicken 
salad, lettuce and tomato in a whole wheat pita. 
The sandwich overflowed with veggies, and she 
proclaimed the curry chicken salad “not too spicy,” 
definitely a plus. She substituted one of the standard 
side salads with the Golden Pear’s quinoa salad. This 
salad included cucumbers and black beans, for a 
healthy dose of protein and veggies. Everything was 
fresh, making this the perfect complement for people 
who may feel that they’ve carbo-loaded too much on 
the sandwiches. 

To top off our afternoon, we sampled the seafood 
bisque, one of the day’s specials. Comprised of 
a medley of summertime flavors, the soup hit a

high note and had me looking forward to seafood- 
inspired, outdoor dinners. 

Luckily, dinner at the Golden Pear isn’t a pipe 
dream. The location will stay open later on weekends 
in-season, providing diners with the perfect option 
for on-the-go or to-go dinners. The café at the Parrish 
Art Museum, which is coming up on its one-year 
anniversary, will also stay open when the Parrish 
hosts its Sounds of Summer live music on Fridays. 
Serving its signature goodness, this Golden Pear 
location also has beer and wine, meaning that you 
can sip on some wine as the sun goes down over 
nearby Duck Walk Vineyards, all while celebrating 
the artistic culture of the East End. ga

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BrickHouse Brewery: Burgers, Beer, Bliss

mong all the breweries springing up on Long 

Island, it’s easy to overlook Patchogue’s 
BrickHouse Brewery (BHB)—but this little brewpub 
is hidden in plain sight. In fact, it’s been featuring 
one of the widest varieties of beer on the island for 
almost 20 years, bringing innovation and adaptability 
to an entirely new level. 

Manager Theresa Vaccaro informed me that the 
beer list at BHB is “constantly evolving,” and that 
the brewers come out with a new release every 
few weeks. On the food front, too, the brewpub is 
changing things up—a new menu was announced last 
summer, featuring the gastronomic stylings of a new 
chef, with a “lighter, fresher feel.” 

I visited this tastefully decorated brick-and-wood 
establishment on a calm evening, accompanied by 
Julie, my lovely girlfriend and dining companion. 
She was interested in trying one of BHB’s famous 
burgers, with a side order of mozzarella sticks, while 
I went straight for the beer. (The menu, incidentally, 
covers a wide range of cuisine, from typical “bar 
food” to seafood, steak, salads and fajitas). 

I began my tasting with Streetlight, a crispy and 
flavorful blonde with a pleasingly malty tone. I’m 
not big on blonde beers, but this was exceptionally 
refreshing (Julie described it as tasting “like the 
sun”). Nitro Boom Stout was next, displaying a 
creamy mouthfeel and a watery consistency that 
disappointed me a bit, considering its heavenly 
coffee scent. After that, I went through Brick 
House Red—a smooth, creamy brew with slightly 
chocolaty malt which Julie described as tasting 
like “dark chocolate cocoa”—and on to the 
Serena Saison, a crisp and dry Belgian ale with a 
notable flavor of noble hops. 


Continuing the European theme, 
Veronus~ Belgian Dark—named 
for the patron saint of Belgian 
brewers—proved itself to be an 
exceptionally complex offering, with 
lots of competing flavors (though an 
orangey note rose to the top). [| hit 
the halfway point with my favorite 
of the evening, Beowulf IPA, which 
is a British-style IPA with fruity and 
floral tones and an exceptionally 
interesting hop taste (provided by 
Fuggle hops from England).

At this point, Julie’s burger arrived, Make time to try all the artisanal beers! 


which she described as “tender and 
juicy,” accompanied by “salty, delicious” shoestring 
fries. (We’d already made short work of the beer- 
battered mozzarella sticks.) While she dined, I 
moved on to The Maudness—an 18th-anniversary 
red IPA brewed as an homage to Maud Franklin, 
BHB’s general manager—which put forth a strong, 
hoppy aftertaste. Julie called it “sort of bitter, but 
still not very strong”—an ideal session beer, in other 
words. We continued on to Summer Buzz, a strong 
ale that lived up to its name—it’s brewed with 60 
pounds of Long Island Wildflower Honey, giving it 
a silky smooth mouthfeel and a semisweet flavor, 
while retaining a powerful strength that you’d never 
notice if you weren’t looking for it. Next was Herr 
Hefeweizen, or “Mr. Hefe,” an unfiltered, hazy yellow 
brew with strong scents of banana and a refreshingly 
clove-like taste (and even a hint of bubble gum!). 
Finally, I clocked out with Hurricane Kitty, 
advertised as “a perfect introduction to craft 
beer,” and wasn’t disappointed—it featured a 
serious caramel taste, but with a healthy serving of 
hops to round it out. 


Vaccaro told us that BHB works in a sort of loose 
partnership with other local breweries. “It’s one big 
community, and we like to promote one another,” 
she said, indicating the draft board, where “Blue 
Point Lager on tap” had been squeezed in among the 
many house-brewed offerings. 

BHB is owned by Tom Keegan, who also owns 
Keegan Ales—which, unlike BrickHouse, is able to 
distribute its bottled brews far and wide. Never fear, 
though: BrickHouse beer is available for purchase in 
growlers and kegs across Long Island. 

When asked what was new last season, brewer 
Arthur Zimmerman answered, “a dunkelweizen (a 
dark malty hefeweizen), a single-hop beer called 
Freya IPA (made with a new Australian hop called 
Ella), and a traditional German Oktoberfest.” 
But don’t be satisfied with just reading about 
these brews—come see _ what’s new — and 
delicious at BrickHouse. 4.
